PREAMBLE 

Made under the auspices of the Supremacy ofGOD, and the general Earth rule and order 
by Rule of Law and Justice and Proportional Democracy and applicable Now and hence 

to Earths UN: United Nations of Earth, the UN Security Council, the International Criminal and other Courts, The G7 - G20 
Nations, the Four Direction Tribes, All other Nations, Communities and Earthlings and to all and any encountered off Earth 
Extraterrestrials and Aliens or other life forms from any other planets, solar systems, etc. etc... 

BODY 

ARTICLE I. The Sovereign boundary of Earth, its space, light, warmth, its air, land, life, waters, Nations, 
Communities, Peoples and resources and the Earths outer space space territory, Sun and moons and 
planets is hereby claimed and established as and extends and includes from the center of the Earths sun to 
the Diameter of and including the Sun, the Earth, the Earths Moon,The planets Mars, Venus and Mercury 
are thus included.

ARTICLE II A. All Nuclear Space Weapons are hereby by banned and production, storage and use made 
criminal by Earth and all others ,on account of their inherent repugnance's and their being a heinous affront 
to civil society and rule of law and justice and that they are inherently and ultimately known and regarded 
as weapons and inventions of assured mutual mass and self destruction. 

ARTICLE II B. Treason or sedition against the EARTH AND ITS..., may result in the death penalty to them 
and those found guilty or pleading guilty to such.

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ARTICLE V. All Ets and Aliens must identify themselves and rank or title and the planet and ship of their 
origin and the time of their travel , as well as produce legible and understandable documentation or 
evidence as to such and request and possibly be granted and issued and carry a visitors permit or visa but 
may at any time be detained by authorities if required. As well ETs and Aliens must give 30 day notice of all 
their actions and must tell the truth in all their dealings and are not necessarily entitled to court access or 
protection of the Earth Laws and must disclose any past behaviors or actions that would be considered 
criminal, dangerous or burdensome on and to the Earth. And must be registered in the ETs/Alien Registry 
that should and will be set up in a secure place/city. Various Earth Nations might agree in advance to 
presponsor any ETs/Aliens that might be encountered. 

ARTICLE VI. BANNED Persons, LIFE FORMS, SUBSTANCES.WEAPONS ETC. See Canadian Laws for 
reference 

ARTICLE VII. Acquisition of land for an embassy only might be considered but would require a trustee or 
rep to be appointed or elected or a space ship or space station docked in orbit and would require 
permission to enter Earths Orbit and might be considered an embassy. 

ARTICLE VIII. ENITIES CANNOT BLOCK EARTH AND ITS LIFE FORMS AND TERRITORY FROM 
NORMAL AND NATURAL ACCESS TO ITS SUNLIGHT. Natural exception = eclipse. 

ARTICLE IX. Parties party to this Treaty must come to Earth's assist and aid upon request or in times of 
defense and recruitment and or against aggressors or in wars and space wars or conflicts or in helping to 
and in assertion of Earth's Sovereignty in, for and to Earth's protection, conservation and sustaining of 
Earth and its Sovereignty and its territory/ies. 

ARTICLE X. The UN Security Council and or the G 20, is considered the contact and proper representative 
and authorities, to discuss all pertinent ET and Alien matters, with NATO and NASA and its allies 
considered the enforcer and mitigator of such resolutions. With disputes resolved @ the Earth's 
International Supreme Court. 

ARTICLE XI. ETs and aliens must disclose or make known, agents or instruments or sciences that may 
prove helpful and or harmful to the Earth and its territory though such info might be made classified to only 
Earth officials.

Implementation 
and use of Gravity up feed water dams and different grades of electrical power ie: dirty (108 Volts), clean (112 
Vs.), mixed (110 Vs.) and less use of air conditioning that creates a vicious cycle effect when using coal 
generated electricity and implementation of 5% carbon tax and clean energy use subsidies.

Well, global warming is the logical outcome when vast amounts of energy (Tera watts) is being used and heat 
and C02 consequently generated, to cool large areas of the planet.

The Elders' Letter to World Leaders 

27 November 2009 



We, The Elders, are writing to encourage you personally to attend the talks and 
ensure that the outcome is an ambitious, fair and effective deal that leads to a 
legally binding agreement in which countries: 

- Agree to a 2 degree Celsius target as the outer limit of global temperature 
increase that humankind can tolerate; 

- Agree that global greenhouse gas emissions must therefore be reduced by at 
least 50 percent by 2050 to stop further global warming; 

- Agree that developed countries must commit to emissions cuts of 25-40 
percent by 2020, and 80-95 percent by 2050, relative to levels in 1990 - and 
establish national mid-term targets that are binding, measurable and verifiable; 

- Agree that all countries around the world should develop low carbon growth 
plans, which allow them to plan for the transition to sustainable low carbon 
prosperity; 

- Agree that the big emerging economies limit their emissions through national 
action plans that are measurable, reported and verifiable; 

- Agree to provide immediate large scale, predictable, adequate and additional 
funding for adaptation as well as mitigation, including reductions in emissions in 
forestry, agriculture and other land-use sectors in developing countries; 

- Agree that industrialized countries - governments together with the private 
sector - will provide the majority of financial support (estimated to be at least 
€100 billion per year by 2020) to help developing countries - particularly the 
poorest and most vulnerable - to achieve to low carbon growth and adapt to the 
damaging effects of climate change that are already taking place; 

- Agree that developing countries, particularly the poorest and most vulnerable, 
receive technological and capacity building support to facilitate access to 
funding and action on adaptation and mitigation; 

- Agree on a process to review periodically the latest science and the early 
learning from the Copenhagen agreement to adjust our global and national 
targets, actions and funding accordingly. 

A few weeks ago, as you can see from photographs posted on 
www.theElders.org, we joined forces with thirteen of our grandchildren from 
Asia, Africa, Europe and the United States to remind the world of the risks of 
climate change to future generations. Like all young people, our grandchildren 
expect today's leaders to take responsibility for delivering a low-emission, 
sustainable future: one that requires shared commitment, based on common but 
differentiated responsibilities. The agreement reached in Copenhagen must 
have climate justice at its heart.

In pursuit of the ultimate objective of the Convention as stated in its Article 2, 
Being guided by the principles and provisions of the Convention, 
Noting the results of work done by the two Ad hoc Working Groups 

Endorsing decision x/CP.15 on the Ad hoc Working Group on Long-term 
Cooperative Action and decision x/CMP.5 that requests the Ad hoc Working 
Group on Further Commitments of Annex I Parties under the Kyoto Protocol to 
continue its work, 

Have agreed on this Copenhagen Accord which is operational immediately. 

1 . We underline that climate change is one of the greatest challenges of our 
time. We emphasize our strong political will to urgently combat climate change 
in accordance with the principle of common but differentiated responsibilities 
and respective capabilities. To achieve the ultimate objective of the Convention 
to stabilize greenhouse gas concentration in the atmosphere at a level that 
would prevent dangerous anthropogenic interference with the climate system, 
we shall, recognizing the scientific view that the increase in global temperature 
should be below 2 degrees Celsius, on the basis of equity and in the context of 
sustainable development, enhance our long-term cooperative action to 
combat climate change. We recognize the critical impacts of climate change 
and the potential impacts of response measures on countries particularly 
vulnerable to its adverse effects and stress the need to establish a 
comprehensive adaptation program including international support. 

2. We agree that deep cuts in global emissions are required according to 
science, and as documented by the IPCC Fourth Assessment Report with a 
view to reduce global emissions so as to hold the increase in global 
temperature below 2 degrees Celsius, and take action to meet this objective 
consistent with science and on the basis of equity. We should cooperate in 
achieving the peaking of global and national emissions as soon as possible, 
recognizing that the time frame for peaking will be longer in developing 
countries and bearing in mind that social and economic development and 
poverty eradication are the first and overriding priorities of developing countries 
and that a low-emission development strategy is indispensable to sustainable 
development. 



And We Therefore set Rule 1: The allowable global average of C02 
emissions per person will be capped at around 4.0 to 6.0 MT C02 
Emissions per person per year. Countries or ecozones exceeding that limit 
will have to begin reductions and or pay a fine to a global climate change 
insurance fund and developing countries can not exceed that maximum 

as measured and determined by an independent third party arms length Earth monitoring body with 
enforcement powers, funded from the proceeds of the climate insurance fund and body 
see U of Calgary Geo Sens web site. 
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3. Adaptation to the adverse effects of climate change and the potential 
impacts of response measures is a challenge faced by all countries. Enhanced 
action and international cooperation on adaptation is urgently required to 
ensure the implementation of the Convention by enabling and supporting the 
implementation of adaptation actions aimed at reducing vulnerability and 
building resilience in developing countries, especially in those that are 
particularly vulnerable, especially least developed countries, small island 
developing States and Africa. We agree that developed countries shall 
provide adequate, predictable and sustainable financial resources, technology 
and capacity-building to support the implementation of adaptation action in 
developing countries. 

And therefore set Rule 2. Ecozone Exception Rule. Rule one can be modified 
to take into account the local ecozonal conditions of a certain region, that is 
that more C02 emissions will be granted or allowed for ecozones on 
the basis and according to and of the survival and basic needs and basic 
energy requirements of a particular ecozone ( 3.0 MT C02 emission 

Ecozone Maximum exception allowance) but such exceptions must be offset by an equal effort to 

prevent developing nations from increasing their C02 emission by the same 

amount and this credit in one must be thus offset by a deduction in the other. 

Use of renewables and non carbon energy sources. The global level of C02 PPM above 

350 ppm must be noted prominently on all measurement documents. 

4. Annex I Parties commit to implement individually or jointly the quantified 
economy wide emissions targets for 2020, to be submitted in the format given in 
Appendix I by Annex I Parties to the secretariat by 31 January 2010 for 
compilation in an INF document. Annex I Parties that are Party to the Kyoto 
Protocol will thereby further strengthen the emissions reductions initiated by the 
Kyoto Protocol. Delivery of reductions and financing by developed countries will 
be measured, reported and verified in accordance with existing and any further 
guidelines adopted by the Conference of the Parties, and will ensure that 
accounting of such targets and finance is rigorous, robust and transparent. 

5. Non-Annex I Parties to the Convention will implement mitigation actions, 
including those to be submitted to the secretariat by non-Annex I Parties in the 
format given in Appendix II by 31 January 2010, for compilation in an INF 
document, consistent with Article 4.1 and Article 4.7 and in the context of 
sustainable development. Least developed countries and small island 
developing States may undertake actions voluntarily and on the basis of 
support. Mitigation actions subsequently taken and envisaged by Non-Annex I 
Parties, including national inventory reports, shall be communicated through 
national communications consistent with Article 12.1(b) every two years on the 
basis of guidelines to be adopted by the Conference of the Parties. 

Those mitigation actions in national communications or otherwise 
communicated to the Secretariat will be added to the list in appendix II. 

Mitigation actions taken by Non-Annex I Parties will be subject to their domestic 
measurement, reporting and verification the result of which will be reported 
through their national communications every two years. Non-Annex I 
Parties will communicate information on the implementation of their actions 
through National Communications, with provisions for international 
consultations and analysis under clearly defined guidelines that will ensure that 
national sovereignty is respected. Nationally appropriate mitigation 
actions seeking international support will be recorded in a registry along with 
relevant technology, finance and capacity building support. Those actions 
supported will be added to the list in appendix II. These supported nationally 
appropriate mitigation actions will be subject to international measurement, 
reporting and verification in accordance with guidelines adopted by the 
Conference of the Parties.

And therefore set Rule 3. That an international Global Climate Change 
Regulation and Enforcement Body be established under the auspices of the 
G 20 to monitor and ensure that any funds from a Green Climate Fund and 
resources committed to developing nations from developed nations and 
highly developed nations are tied to and are met by or exceed certain 
conditions and commitments made and agreed towards by developing 
nations as their Climate Change responsibilities as thus to ensure that 
overall global development does not exacerbate climate instability any 
further. 

6. We recognize the crucial role of reducing emission from deforestation and 
forest degradation and the need to enhance removals of greenhouse gas 
emission by forests and agree on the need to provide positive incentives to 
such actions through the immediate establishment of a mechanism including 
REDD-plus, to enable the mobilization of financial resources from developed 
countries. 

And therefore set Rule 4. Environmental Reserve Provision: In order to 
ensure adequate provision for the needs and protection of the environment 
a Global Earth Fund Trust will be set up in which all global citizens will be 
required to contribute a 5 to 10 % offering added to the cost on most or 
certain goods and services and an immediate ongoing embargo will be 
placed towards a restriction of and on development of the Earths remaining 
wilderness areas which currently comprise 50 % of global land totals. 
Considerations and reserves will also be required to accommodate fresh 
waters and ocean areas and environmental impact assessment will be 
required for any proposal development of the Moon and or its resources. 
Administration of such will be done by an independent arms length Global 
Ecoombudsmans office with advisement's to the G20. See Appendix IV. 

7. We decide to pursue various approaches, including opportunities to use 
markets, to enhance the cost-effectiveness of, and to promote mitigation actions. 
Developing countries, especially those with low emitting economies should be 
provided incentives to continue to develop on a low emission pathway. 

8. Scaled up, new and additional, predictable and adequate funding as well as 
improved access shall be provided to developing countries, in accordance with 
the relevant provisions of the Convention, to enable and support enhanced 
action on mitigation, including substantial finance to reduce emissions from 
deforestation and forest degradation (REDD-plus), adaptation, technology 
development and transfer and capacity-building, for enhanced implementation 
of the Convention. The collective commitment by developed countries is to 
provide new and additional resources, including forestry and investments 
through international institutions, approaching USD 30 billion for the period 
2010 . 2012 with balanced allocation between adaptation and mitigation. 
Funding for adaptation will be prioritized for the most vulnerable developing 
countries, such as the least developed countries, small island developing 
States and Africa. In the context of meaningful mitigation actions and 
transparency on implementation, developed countries commit to a goal of 
mobilizing jointly USD 100 billion dollars a year by 2020 to address the needs 
of developing countries. This funding will come from a wide variety of 
sources, public and private, bilateral and multilateral, including alternative 
sources of finance. New multilateral funding for adaptation will be delivered 
through effective and efficient fund arrangements, with a governance structure 
providing for equal representation of developed and developing countries. A 
significant portion of such funding should flow through the Copenhagen Green 
Climate Fund. 
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9. To this end, a High Level Panel will be established under the guidance of 
and accountable to the Conference of the Parties to study the contribution of the 
potential sources of revenue, including alternative sources of finance, towards 
meeting this goal. 

10. We decide that the Copenhagen Green Climate Fund shall be established 
as an operating entity of the financial mechanism of the Convention to support 
projects, program, policies and other activities in developing countries 
related to mitigation including REDD-plus, adaptation, capacity building, 
technology development and transfer. 

And therefore set Rule 5. That developed and highly developed nations 
commit to a Green Climate Fund and or insurance plan to the amount of 10 
to 30 billion $ USD immediately and $100 Billion dollars USD or more by 
2020 and that these funds be used for the development of green and clean 
technologies in and by all nations and to offset any damages caused by the 
effects of climate change to and in any nation with regards to global 
development as a whole. And that 25% of any remaining stimulus money be 
favored to projects and outcomes that offer a 25% reduction in C02. 

1 1 . In order to enhance action on development and transfer of technology we 
decide to establish a Technology Mechanism to accelerate technology 
development and transfer in support of action on adaptation and mitigation that 
will be guided by a country-driven approach and be based on national 
circumstances and priorities. 

And therefore set Rule 6. A Grandfathering Provision. Rule One and Two can 
be modified for Highly Developed Nations/Ecozones (above 9 MT C02) that 
can and will be extended a certain amount of Grandfathered C02 
emission credits on the condition, basis and stipulation that they assist 
developing and developed nations/ecozones with funds, research and 
technologies to develop cleaner, greener and renewable energy sources 
and that these grandfathered highly developed nations/ecozones work 
towards actively and effectively reducing their total Ecozone C02 
emissions to a lower 12.0 MT target. ( 3.0 MT per person of C02 
emissions Highly Developed Nation/Ecozone Grand Fathered Maximum 
allowance.) 

12. We call for an assessment of the implementation of this Accord to be 
completed by 2015, including in light of the Convention's ultimate objective. 
This would include consideration of strengthening the long-term goal 
referencing various matters presented by the science, including in relation to 
temperature rises of 1.5 degrees Celsius. 

And therefore set Rule 7. And finally that global temperature rise shall have 
every effort made to prevent it from rising more than 1.5 to 2 degrees 
Celsius from 1950 levels and that global C02 levels will be held under 400 
PPM and thus all of these considerations will be acted on now and 
immediately and must be acted on before 2016 at the latest. And that this 
2009 Climate Accord be reviewed within ones years time to reflect and 
reconsider any changes or additions and that it be given and made globally 
legally binding within two years of this date.

So in Conclusion that brings the total maximum allowable C02 

emissions any nation/ ecozone can have to 12.0 MT C02 per person if the 

maximums of each rule is followed. At present the Qatar @ 56.2 MT & USA @ 24.0 MT per 

person (highest and above allowed ) or so and Chad, Africa at 0.47 MT per 

person (lowest and below ) 

It would seem that regardless of and that whether and if humans are causing 
the current global warming trend or not, though the probability of such AGW is 
positive and perhaps 1/50, the course forward regardless, is relatively the same 
somewhat, as continued destruction and exploitation of the environment seems 
a no win and unsustainable proposition for the planet as a whole and its future. 
Whether these actions and commitments alone will address the warming 
situation or not would be a welcome side effect and benefit of a course of 
environmental stewardship and guardianship if they do though we thus as 
always have and should be prepared to live and die by the convictions, 
principals, beliefs and logic we prescribe to, profess and value as so called 
civilized human beings.

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G. TRANSPORTATION AND OIL 




1. Rudolf Diesel. Diesel came up with an engine design that remains far more efficient than the gas- 
burners that populate American roads. Electric cars are coming and hybrids are gaining in popularity, 
but they might only constitute 25 percent of cars on the road by 2020. Volkswagen, Audi and others 
continue to put research funds into diesel and diesel-like technology for gas cars . Trains and big trucks 
will continue to rely on diesel, as well. Diesel also proved that the fuel used to power his namesake 
engines needn't be dirty -- he ran his first engines with peanut oil. 





2. Henry Ford. While he's known primarily for master-minding mass production and promoting the 
combustion engine, Ford experimented with electric cars in the 1920s. During World War II, he looked 
into employing soy materials in cars. 

"I see the time coming when a farmer will not only raise raw materials for industry, but will do the initial 
processing on his farm. He will stand on both his feet - one foot on soil for his livelihood; the other in 
industry for the cash he needs," Ford said. These ideas didn't pan out, but Ford historically has become 
more willing than many other major auto makers to experiment with alternatives. The company will start 
to come out with a series of all-electrics and plug-ins later this year and also plans to expand its use of 
its e nergy-efficient EcoBoost engines. 




3. M. King Hubbert. The patron saint of research analysts. They scoffed in 1949 when geophysicist 
Hubbert said oil production would peak . Then it did, right on time, in Texas' Permian Basin in the 1970s. 
The Saudi oil embargo followed. Hubbert's body of work includes several of the most important scientific 
papers addressing energy to be published in the last century. It also marked the point when the 
possibility of declining supplies had to be considered. 



4. Abdullah Tariki. The charismatic co-founder of OPEC remains one of the most important anti-heroes 
in green. Without his handiwork, the Saudi oil embargo could not have occurred. And without that, 
countries like Denmark and Japan would not have decided to set efficiency standards and encourage 
wind, biomass and solar manufacturing. In a way, OPEC was to green what the Black Death was to the 
Renaissance: a scary incident that forced contemporaries to rethink their priorities. Interestingly, Abu 
Dhabi, the capital of the OPEC charter member United Arab Emirates, created the Masdar Foundation 
to build a renewable industry in the Middle East. 



5. Dave Hermance. Hermance didn't invent the hybrid - Ferdinand Porsche crafted the first one in 
1902. As a Toyota employee, he didn't invent the Prius, either. However, he paved the way for the car's 
ultimate popularity in the U.S. The then-surprising sales of the Prius reawakened the dream of 
electronic cars . Tesla Motors, the GM Volt, and the Nissan Leaf all followed in its wake. Hermance was 
also a frank and forthcoming industry spokesman who was more than willing to explain why plug-ins 
and all-electrics a few years ago didn't make sense yet. He died in a plane crash in 2006. 



6. Aquatic Species Program. Kicked off by President Jimmy Carter in 1978, ASP was the first program 
to delve into the question of whether algae, that very oily, highly prolific, and not particularly tasty 
organism, could be converted into fuel. Some of the problems algae start-ups experience today - 
controlling growth, increasing yield, eliminating water - ASP encountered as well, but the program 
helped establish algae as the most promising feedstock for biofuels.

1. Calculate the yearly amount and areas of concern required. 

2. Sell or loan out a fixed amount of national currency at a fixed and reasonable interest rate for the year, 
say premium = 1.5% 

3. Sell a fixed and reasonable amount of bonds for the current year based on the budget and loans at a yield rate of at or around the money interest rate ie 1 .5 % 

Thus in theory the books would balance in ways and means and expenditures and revenues for the year and be roughly the same and thus would take care of themselves ie the invisible 
hand approach, supply, demand etc . 

As far as actually paying for the budget though that would come through taxes which would be a minimum 1/4 % tax rate of income on every one except those below the poverty line, ie 
poverty line = the amount required for the basic necessaries of national life for the year or around $1 5,000?. Thus 
Thus in the instance of Canada for 2012, the total budget would be roughly $ 5 trillion or less dollars so 

1. loan out $ 5 trillion in currency at 1.5% interest for the year. July 1 to end of June 

2. sell $ 5 trillion in national bonds at 1 .5% or so yield rate 

3. have a basic 25% tax rate 

4. have a national gst tax at 5% 

5. Transfer and health payments to provinces, seniors and major municipalities at about 1/2 of 25% generated tax revenues.

and self advocacy or, who, said trustees etc, so as to advocate and or speak or vote on their behalf as well as 
their, the trustees own behalf and welfare. 

5. THE FIFTH LAW 

That those regularly and consistently obeying, observing and enforcing the laws, should from time to time, be 
publicly acknowledged, rewarded, honored and praised for such, in a meaningful way. 

6. THE SIXTH AND FINAL BASIC LAW 

Let most wake up, get out of bed, stop dithering, and chop wood, haul water and or water and tend the garden 
and or make lunch or sweep the floor or some such practical and needed activity, as day light and life is burning 
away. 

7. Punishment: Failure to keep such Laws will be self evident in the failure of the community to 
endure.

Mutualism From the Internet 

Mutualism is a biological interaction between individuals of two different species, where both individuals derive a fitness 
benefit, for example increased survivorship. Similar interactions within a species are known as co-operation. It can be 
contrasted with interspecific competition, in which both species experience reduced fitness, and exploitation, in which 
one species benefits at the expense of the other. Mutualism and symbiosis are sometimes used as if they are 
synonymous, but this is strictly incorrect: symbiosis is a broad category, defined to include relationships which are 
mutualistic, parasitic or commensal. Mutualism is therefore only one type. Mutualism plays a key part in ecology and 
evolutionary biology. For example, mutualistic interactions are vital for terrestrial ecosystem function as more than 70% 
of land plants rely on mycorrhizal relationships with fungi to provide them with inorganic compounds and trace 
elements. In addition, mutualism has driven the evolution of much of the biological diversity we see, such as flower 
forms (important for pollination mutualisms) and co-evolution between groups of species. However mutualism has 
historically received less attention than other interactions such as predation and parasitism.

Democracy is a form of government in which the supreme power is held completely by the people under a free electoral 
system. It is derived from the Greek 5n.uoKpcma ([dimokratia] (help-info)), "popular government" which was coined from 
Sriuoc; (demos), "people" and Kpcnoq (kratos), "rule, strength" in the middle of the 5th-4th century BC to denote the 
political systems then existing in some Greek city-states, notably Athens. In political theory, democracy describes a 
small number of related forms of government and also a political philosophy. Even though there is no universally 
accepted definition of 'democracy', [3] there are two principles that any definition of democracy includes. The first 
principle is that all members of the society have equal access to power and the second that all members enjoy 
universally recognized freedoms and liberties. 

There are several varieties of democracy, some of which provide better representation and more freedoms for their 
citizens than others. However, if any democracy is not carefully legislated to avoid an uneven distribution of political 
power with balances such as the separation of powers, then a branch of the system of rule is able to accumulate power 
in a way that is harmful to democracy itself. The "majority rule" is often described as a characteristic feature of 
democracy, but without responsible government it is possible for the rights of a minority to be abused by the "tyranny of 
the majority". An essential process in representative democracies are competitive elections, that are fair both 
substantively and procedurally. Furthermore, freedom of political expression, freedom of speech and freedom of the 
press are essential so that citizens are informed and able to vote in their personal interests.

Truth is a powerful solvent. Stone walls melt before its relentless might. The Internet is one of the most 
powerful agents of freedom. It exposes truth to those who wish to see it. It is no wonder that some 
governments and organizations fear the Internet and its ability to make the truth known. 

But the power of the Internet is like a two-edged sword. It can also deliver misinformation and 
uncorroborated opinion with equal ease. The thoughtful and the thoughtless co-exist side by side in the 
Internet's electronic universe. What's to be done? 

There are no electronic filters that separate truth from fiction. No cognitive "V-chip" to sort the gold from the 
lead.

1. Frank Lloyd Wright 1950 USA : (born Frank Lincoln Wright, June 8, 1867 - April 9, 1959) was an 

American architect, interior designer, writer and educator, who designed more than 1,000 projects, which 
resulted in more than 500 completed works. Wright promoted organic architecture (exemplified by 
Fallingwater), was a leader of the Prairie School movement of architecture (exemplified by the Robie 
House and the Westcott House), and developed the concept of the Usonian home (exemplified by the 
Rosenbaum House). His work includes original and innovative examples of many different building types, 
including offices, churches, schools, sky scrapers, hotels, and museums. Wright also often designed many 
of the interior elements of his buildings, such as the furniture and stained glass. 



2. The New Alchemy Institute 1969 CANADA: was a research center that did pioneering investigation 
into organic agriculture, aquaculture, and bioshelter design between 1969 and 1991. It was founded by 
John Todd, Nancy Jack Todd, and William McLarney. Its purpose was to research human support systems 
of food, water, and shelter and to completely rethink how these systems were designed. Purpose of the 
Institute: The New Alchemy Institute was founded on a 12-acre (49,000 m2), former dairy farm in 
Hatchville, Massachusetts on Cape Cod. Their stated aim was to do research on behalf of the planet. 



3. Douglas Joseph Cardinal 1970 CANADA:, OC (born 7 March 1934, Calgary, Alberta) is a Canadian 
architect. Born of Metis and Blackfoot heritage, Cardinal is famous for flowing architecture marked with 
smooth lines, influenced by his Aboriginal heritage as well as European Expressionist architecture. In 
1953, he attended the University of British Columbia; he later attended the University of Texas at Austin, 
from which he graduated with a degree in Architecture in 1963. 



4. Arcosanti 1970 USA: is an experimental town that began construction in 1970 in central Arizona, 70 mi 
(110 km) north of Phoenix, at an elevation of 3,732 feet (1,130 meters). Architect Paolo Soleri, using a 
concept he calls arcology (a portmanteau of architecture and ecology), started the town to demonstrate 
how urban conditions could be improved while minimizing the destructive impact on the earth. 

5. The Georgia Guide Stones 1980 USA, A giant set of engraved granite stones erected anonymously to 
serve as a touch stone and portent of and for the dangers imposed by cold wars and nuke arms races. 

6. Biosphere 2 USA 1990: Coordinates: 32°34'43.60"N 110°51'02.14"W Biosphere 2 is an Earth systems 
science research facility owned by the University of Arizona. Its current mission is to serve as a center for 
research, outreach, teaching and life-long learning about Earth, its living systems, and its place in the 
universe. It is a 3.14-acre (12,700 m2) structure originally built to be an artificial, materially-closed 
ecological system in Oracle, Arizona (US) by Space Biosphere Ventures, a joint venture whose principal 
officers were John P. Allen, inventor and Executive Director, and Margret Augustine, CEO. Constructed 
between 1987 and 1991 , it was used to explore the complex web of interactions within life systems in a 
structure that included five areas based on biomes and an agricultural area and human living/working 
space to study the interactions between humans, farming and technology with the rest of nature. It also 
explored the possible use of closed biospheres in space colonization, and allowed the study and 
manipulation of a biosphere without harming Earth's. The name comes from Earth's biosphere, Biosphere 
1 . Earth's life system is the only biosphere currently known. Funding for the project came primarily from 
the joint venture's financial partner, Ed Bass' Decisions Investment, & cost $200 million from 1985 to 2007. 



7. The Eden Project UK 2001 : is a visitor attraction in Cornwall in the United Kingdom, including the 
world's largest greenhouse. Inside the artificial biomes are plants that are collected from all around the 
world. The project is located in a reclaimed Kaolinite pit, located 1.25 mi (2 kilometres) from the town of St 
Blazey and 5 kilometres (3 mi) from the larger town of St Austell, Cornwall. The project was conceived by 
Tim Smit and designed by architect Nicholas Grimshaw and engineering firm Anthony Hunt and 
Associates (now part of Sinclair Knight Merz). Davis Langdon carried out the project management, Sir 
Robert McAlpine and Alfred McAlpine[5] did the construction and MERO designed and built the biomes. 
The project took 2 1 / 2 years to construct and opened to the public on 1 7 March 2001 . 
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8. Hybrid Earthship 2003 USA : Michael Reynolds: An earthship is a type of passive solar house made 
of natural and recycled materials. Designed and marketed by Earthship Biotecture of Taos, New Mexico, 
the homes are primarily constructed to work as autonomous buildings and are generally made of earth- 
filled tires, using thermal mass construction to naturally regulate indoor temperature. They also usually 
have their own special natural ventilation system. Earthships are generally off-the-grid homes, minimizing 
their reliance on public utilities and fossil fuels. Earthships are built to utilize the available local resources, 
especially energy from the sun

1. Lord Kelvin. In the 1830s, Lord Kelvin began to record ground temperatures. He discovered 
that a few feet below the surface, they remain relatively constant throughout the year. Then, in 
the 1940s, Robert Webber tinkered with the concept and came up with the first geothermal 
heat pumps. Throughout most of the U.S., the temperature of the ground about five feet below 
the surface remains roughly constant throughout the year: 45 degrees to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the northern parts of the country and 50 degrees to 70 degrees in the south. 
Pipes that bring that air inside during the summer provide cooling (as well as heating in the 
winter). More ground cooling could help solve the heinous air conditioning dilemma . 





2. Charles Brush and Peder Hansen. Who? Brush built what is considered the first automatic 
wind turbine for generating electricity. The turbine, built in 1888 in Ohio, had a 50-foot diameter 
and 144 blades. The industry standard is now three. Hansen, meanwhile, founded Vestjysk- 
Stalteknik A/S, or Vestas for short, in 1 945. The company entered the wind industry in the 70s 
and provided it key support. The company also played an instrumental role in turning Denmark 
into a leader in alternative energy. 









3. Stephen Salter. Back in the '70s, Stephen Salter at the University of Edinburgh theorized 
that waves, particularly the rippers off the coast of Scotland, could be harnessed to generate 
power. Out of that idea came the Duck, a wooden paddle-like device for harvesting wave 
power. Margaret Thatcher tried to kill the wave program in the '80s, but the University 
characterized wave research as an important technology for national defense. Falklands- 
minded Thatcher let the program — and Salter's test tank -- survive .The University of 
Edinburah remains a center for wave and tidal research, and Scotland still hopes to qenerate 
power, and exports, from the sea. The oriainal tank has been rebuilt a few times, but you can

4. Enrico Fermi. In the '40s, Fermi conducted the first fission experiments, and in the process 
discovered a third form of primary enerav. The other two are solar (wind, fossil fuels, wave, 
and biomass are all indirect forms of solar energy) and gravity (geothermal, tidal, hydro). 
Fission generates nuclear waste, but nuclear power plants do not emit carbon dioxide. Experts 
ranqinq from UC Berkeley's Dan Kammen to MIT's Ernie Moniz assert that nuclear remains a 
necessary component of the future grid. Fusion, which could eliminate the waste problem, 
continues to hold promise, but it's still experimental.

ELECTRICAL GRID 

1. 1847-1941 USA Thomas Edison. Edison invented the modern electric industry. General 
Electric, light bulbs , power plants, even the concept of a grid all came from him. Interestingly, 
one of Edison's favorite ideas, direct current, fell out of favor early on. The rise of solar panels 
and batteries and the need for greater efficiency, however, is prompting Panasonic, Sharp and 
others to look at ways to incorporate DC into homes, data centers and office buildings. 



2. 1856 - 1943 Serbian American, Nikola Tesla. The anti-Edison. Besides differing on 
AC/DC, Tesla also championed electrode-less lights, a concept now making a comeback, as 
well as wireless charging . 







3. M. Stanley Whittingham. A chemistry professor at the State University of New York 
Binghamton, Whittingham led a team at Exxon that resulted in the first lithium ion battery. 
Whittingham's titanium sulfide battery was not a hit — Sony actually had the first commercially 
successful lithium ion battery when it came out with its lithium cobalt model in the early 1990s. 
Still, it opened the door to batteries that greatly advanced storage for portable devices, and 
soon cars and the grid 

4. Ken Lay. The personification of the law of unintended consequences. Enron under Lay (and 
later under chief executive stooge Jeff Skilling) engaged in nefarious trading schemes that 
brought California's grid to its knees in early 2001 . The high prices and blackouts prompted the 
Golden State to move toward renewable energy. Subsequently, 2001 became a pivotal year 
for green startups . Suntech Power Holdings, A123 Systems, EnerNoc, CPower, Konarka, 
Greenfuel Technologies, Akeena Solar and Bloom Energy were all founded that year and 
SunPower came back from the brink of death after an injection of cash from T.J. Rodgers. In 
the same year, General Electric approached the collapsed Enron about buying its wind 
division. GE bought it, got into wind, and now leads the market. 

5. Geoffrey Ballard. A visionary and in part a tragic figure, too. Ballard founded Ballard Fuel 
Cells amid great fanfare in the 1990s. Profits have eluded the company, just as profits have 
eluded the many companies that have been spawned by Ballard alumni , but the dream of fuel 
cells remains alive. Bloom Energy, Panasonic, and Ceres Power may ultimately transform it 
into a full-fledged industry. You can put Stan Ovshinsky . the ovonics promoter, in the same 
category as many other inventors who could sketch a great future but not quite reap the 
rewards of bringing the vision to fruition. 

6. David Brewster and Tim Healy. Analysts continue to debate whether the term "smart grid" 
was coined by Andres Carvallo or Massoud Amin. Actually, the concept of the smart grid 
existed before the term itself was coined. Back in 2001 , Brewster and Healy formed EnerNoc 
to provide demand response services to utilities to curb peak power, and demand response is 
really the ultimate goal of the smart grid. EnerNoc didn't invent the category — competitor 
Comverge is actually older -- but it is the largest company in the space, with over 3 gigawatts 
of power under its control, and has perhaps done the most to popularize the smart grid 
concept. (Like many other early energy startups, EnerNoc had a lot of difficulty getting VCs to 
listen to them at first.) We'd also like to give a hat tip here to Echelon . Power line networking 
was invented with the idea of linking up TVs and PCs, but Italian utility Enel exploited it for one 
of the earliest and still largest smart grids in the world — 30 million meters and growing. Apple 
is looking at power line models for its home energy system . No coincidence there: Mike 
Markkula — an early investor, employee number three, and the former chairman of Apple - 
founded Echelon.

ELECTRONICS 




1. Shuji Nakamura. Nakamura accomplished something in the early '90s many considered 
impossible at the time: a white light LED. The invention transformed Nichia from a small 
Japanese manufacturer to a global industrialist. Nakamura also later became a folk hero 
among salary-men in Japan after suing Nichia for a fair share of the financial rewards. 
Nakamura now teaches at the University of California Santa Barbara and is involved in two 
start-ups called Kaai and Soraa. 





2. Dave Ditzel. A former Sun Microsystems chip designer, Ditzel founded Transmeta in the 
'90s with the idea of producing low-powered, Intel-compatible processors. Ditzel's theory was 
that the increasing power budgets of modern chips would sap batteries in notebooks and 
cause servers to melt. Transmeta crashed miserably . Intel, Advanced Micro Devices and 
others, however, picked up the low-power mantra from Transmeta. Along the way, electricity 
prices climbed and the industry shifted to emphasizing utility budgets instead of meltdowns. 
Energy efficiency is now the top priority in the IT field. Final irony: Ditzel now works for his old 
nemesis Intel. 

3. Fujio Masuoka. While working at Toshiba in the '80s, Masuoka came up with the first chips 
that could retain data even after their host computer got turned off. Even today, chip makers 
consider flash something of a miracle. (The secret: the memory bits on flash chips are encased 
in silicon dioxide, or glass. Once electrons get shoved in, they stay there for years). Flash 
effectively has made cell phones, MP3 players and other devices functional by reducing weight 
and battery life. Flash will next colonize the data center through companies like Sandforce and 
drastically reduce the power required for electronic commerce. 



4. Mendel Rosenblum. The father of virtualization . Like Ditzel, Rosenblum wasn't initially 
primarily concerned with power savings. He wanted to figure out a way to get more work out of 
each server. A founder of VMware, he still teaches at Stanford, the university near Foothill 
Junior College. Virtualization is now a standard for green data centers. Runner-up: Marc 
Beniof . who pioneered the virtualization-dependent software-as-a-service concept.

1. The Presidential Trifecta. Theodore Roosevelt established national parks and made 
conservation an official government policy. Richard Nixon passed the Clean Air Act, the 
Endangered Species Act and other environmentally friendly legislation. Carter pushed to get 
the U.S. off foreign oil, helped establish the scientific backbone for the U.S. alternatives 
industry and ensured that cardigan sweaters would never, ever be a fashion statement again . 
All three would also have trouble getting elected by their own parties. 

2. Roger Revelle and Hans Suess. Revelle, at Scripps, and Suess, at the USGS, wrote a 
paper in 1957 that demonstrated that the chemistry of the ocean puts a limit on how much 
carbon dioxide the seas can absorb. It opened the debate on global warming and mitigation. 

3. Art Rosenfeld. Huge! Back in the 1970s, Rosenfeld, a physicist at Lawrence Berkeley lab 
(and Fermi's last grad student), determined that the power consumption in California and the 
nation would outstrip our ability to produce it. He kicked off a massive effort to get the state to 
pass efficiency regulations. Appliance makers fought vigorously, but California instituted Title 
24 anyway. "They all claimed it was the (expletive) end of civilization as we knew it," he told 
me in 2006 . "Autos were getting 14 miles a gallon. Energy efficiency wasn't part of the 
American ethic whatsoever." The result? Per capita power consumption has remained 
relatively flat in California but nearly doubled in the rest of the country. The results can only 
partly be attributed to the "Rosenfeld Effect." Still, the impact has been huge. Modern 
refrigerators consume half or less than that of fridges back in the '70s, hold more food and cost 
less when adjusted for inflation. His work has likely offset hundreds of billions in energy 
savings. Until recently, Rosenfeld served on the California Energy Commission and recently 
published a paper on the efficiency gains possible through white roofs . 

4. Steven Chu. Back in 2004 , people would ask Steve Chu why he left a cushy job as in-house 
Nobel winner at wealthy Stanford to run Lawrence Berkeley Lab and grapple with all the 
budget issues that come with running a state-run organization . To do something about the 
energy situation, he'd reply. Getting BP to contribute $500 million to UC Berkeley and the 
University of Illinois for the biosciences institute became one of his first accomplishments. As 
the Secretary of Energy, he's been handing out checks ever since. 



5. William McDonough. This prominent architect, along with chemist Michael Braungart, 
encouraged manufacturers to redesign products for efficiency and recyclability. But more 
importantly, recycling and renewability have gone from being acts of puritanical punishment to 
style statements. Face it: if bamboo fixtures didn't look cool, consumers wouldn't snap them up 
at Target. 



6. Alan Salzman. One of the earliest venture capitalists in green. Salzman's VantagePoint 
Venture Partners has plunked money into Adura Technologies (lights), Tendril Networks (home 
networks), Ze-Gen, Bridgelux, Solazyme Better Place and Tesla Motors. To date, VCs have 
had a checkered history in green and VantagePoint has participated in none of the few exits in 
green that have occurred. I can't even find a decent acquisition in there. Nonetheless, the 
billions washed down on green companies will one day likely sprout and the variety and 
selection in VantagePoint's portfolio bodes well. If you have to put a VC on the list, Salzman 
deserves the nod. 
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Science and Policy 




7. Al Gore. If he could have been as natural and self-assured on the campaign trail as he has 
been on the lecture circuit, he may never have had to resort to the "I used to be the next 
President of the United States" joke. Proposed the creation of a Global Marshal Plan in 2005, 
to address the Earth and societies issues. 



8. Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change. 976 pages and only a few minor quibbles . 
The thousands of scientists behind the watershed report firmly established climate change as a 
scientific reality. 



9. Arnold Schwarzenegger. It's fantastic. The star of Kindergarten Cop has been one of the 
most pivotal figures in helping turn the debate around green tech from being an environmental 
issue to an economic one. You can't go to a plant opening in California without running into him 
talking about chobs. chobs. chobs and chobs .

0.3. We shall not commit homicide except as in self defense. 

0.4. We shall not steal things nor take the Name nor Glory of G O D in vain. 

0.5. We shall not commit adultery nor sexually assault nor betray one and other. 

0.6. We shall observe and keep the Sabbath as a Holy Day and a Day of Rest, Faith, Fasting, and 

Prayer and we shall regularly conserve water and eat a wholesome breakfast. 

0.7. We shall be Honest and not give false or improper witness. 

0.8. We shall Share with each other when able though not covet our Neighbors possessions even 
though at times of and in and or out of want and need. 

0.9. We shall Honor, Love, and Obey, Our GOD, Our Earth, Spouse, Self, Father, Mother, and 
Grandparents, even though it is difficult at times. 

0.10. We shall Love and have Compassion for one and other, as well as be as Guardians of the 
Sources and Contributors of and to Global Ecological and Ecozonal Health, Harmony and Symbiosis. 

0. 11. Those found guilty or responsible for violating such Laws, can be confined for 6 months.

IV. The Rights and Freedoms of PARKLAND BIOME 1982/201 1 

Good Probability of Sustainable and Regenerative Rights and Freedoms 

1 . The Parkland Biome Constitution of Laws, Rights and Freedoms supports and condones the rights 
and freedoms set out in it subject only to such reasonable limits prescribed by 

law as can be demonstrably justified in a free, responsible and democratic society. 

Fundamental Freedoms 

2. Everyone has the following fundamental freedoms: 

(a) freedom of conscience and religion; 

(b) freedom of thought, belief, opinion and expression, including freedom 
of the press and other media of communication; 

(c) freedom of peaceful assembly; and 

(d) freedom of association. 
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Democratic Rights 

3. Every citizen of Parkland Biome has the right to vote in an election of members of 
the House of Government/Commons or of a legislative assembly and to be qualified for 
membership therein. 

4. (1) No House of Government/Commons and no legislative assembly shall continue for 
longer than five years from the date fixed for the return of the writs at a 

general election of its members. 

(2) In time of real or apprehended war, invasion or insurrection, a House of 

Government/Commons may be continued by Parliament or Assembly and a legislative assembly may 
be continued by the legislature beyond five years if such continuation is not opposed by the votes of 
more than one-third of the members of the House of Government/Commons or the legislative 
assembly, as the case may be. 

5. There shall be a sitting of Parliament or Assembly and of each legislature at least once 

every twelve months and there shall be the election of a Male Co-Prime minister and a Female Co- 
Prime minister for equal terms, to jointly govern the matters and affairs of the Parkland Biome. 
Mobility Rights 

6. (1) Every citizen of Parkland Biome has the right to enter, remain in and leave 
Parkland Biome. 

(2) Every citizen of Parkland Biome and every person who has the status of a 
permanent resident of Parkland Biome has the right 

(a) to move to and take up residence in any city; and 

(b) to pursue the gaining of a livelihood in any city. 

(3) The rights specified in subsection (2) are subject to 

(a) any laws or practices of general application in force in a city 

other than those that discriminate among persons primarily on the basis of 
city of present or previous residence; and 

(b) any laws providing for reasonable residency requirements as a 
qualification for the receipt of publicly provided social services. 

(4) Subsections (2) and (3) do not preclude any law, program or activity that 
has as its object the amelioration in a city of conditions of individuals in 
that city who are socially or economically disadvantaged if the rate of 
employment in that city is below the rate of employment in Parkland Biome. 
Legal Rights 

7. Everyone has the right to life, liberty and security of the person and the 
right not to be deprived thereof except in accordance with the principles of 
fundamental justice. 

8. Everyone has the right to be secure against unreasonable search or seizure. 

9. Everyone has the right not to be arbitrarily detained or imprisoned. 

10. Everyone has the right on arrest or detention 

(a) to be informed promptly of the reasons therefor; 

(b) to retain and instruct counsel without delay and to be informed of 
that right; and 

(c) to have the validity of the detention determined by way of habeas 
corpus and to be released if the detention is not lawful. 

1 1 . Any persons charged with an offense has the right 

(a) to be informed without unreasonable delay of the specific offense; 

(b) to be tried within a reasonable time; 

(c) not to be compelled to be a witness in proceedings against that 
person in respect of the offense; 

(d) to be presumed innocent until proven guilty according to law in a 
fair and public hearing by an independent and impartial tribunal; 

(e) not to be denied reasonable bail without just cause; 

(f) except in the case of an offense under military law tried before a military tribunal, to the benefit of 
trial by jury where the maximum punishment for the offense is imprisonment for five years or a more 
severe punishment; 
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(g) not to be found guilty on account of any act or omission unless, at 

the time of the act or omission, it constituted an offense under Parkland Biome, Canadian, 
or international law or was criminal according to the general principles of 
law recognized by the community of nations; 

(h) if finally acquitted of the offense, not to be tried for it again and, if 
finally found guilty and punished for the offense, not to be tried or 
punished for it again; and 

(/') if found guilty of the offense and if the punishment for the offense 
has been varied between the time of commission and the time of 
sentencing, to the benefit of the lesser punishment. 

12. Everyone has the right not to be subjected to any cruel and unusual 
treatment or punishment. 

13. A witness who testifies in any proceedings has the right not to have any 
incriminating evidence so given used to incriminate that witness in any other 
proceedings, except in a prosecution for perjury or for the giving of 
contradictory evidence. 

14. A party or witness in any proceedings who does not understand or 
speak the language in which the proceedings are conducted or who is deaf 
has the right to the assistance of an interpreter. 

Equality Rights 

15. (1) Every individual is equal before and under the law and has the right to 
the equal protection and equal benefit of the law without discrimination and, in 
particular, without discrimination based on race, national or ethnic origin, 
color, religion, sex, age or mental or physical disability. 

(2) Subsection (1) does not preclude any law, program or activity that has as 
its object the amelioration of conditions of disadvantaged individuals or 
groups including those that are disadvantaged because of race, national or 
ethnic origin, color, religion, sex, age or mental or physical disability. 

Official Language of PARKLAND BIOME 

16. (1) Proper and Good Canadian is the official language of Parkland Biome and is reasonably expected 
of most or all citizens in and at the institutions of the Parliament, Assembly and government of 
Parkland Biome. 

(2) Nothing in this Constitution limits the authority of Parliament, Assembly or a legislature to advance 
the equality of status or use of the official language. 

17. (1) Everyone has the right to use Canadian in any debates and 
other proceedings of Parliament/Assembly. 

18. (1) The statutes, records and journals of Parliament/Assembly shall be printed and 
published in Canadian and such is authoritative. 

19. (1) Canadian may be used by any person in, or in any 

pleading in or process issuing from, any court established by Parliament. 

20. (1) Any member of the public in Parkland Biome has the right to communicate 
with, and to receive available services from, any head or central office of an 
institution of the Parliament/Assembly or government of Parkland Biome in Canadian, 
and has the same right with respect to any other office of any such institution where 

(a) there is a significant demand for communications with and services 
from that office in such language; or 

(b) due to the nature of the office, it is reasonable that communications 
with and services from that office be available in Canadian. 

21 . Nothing in sections 16 to 20 abrogates or derogates from any right, 

privilege or obligation with respect to the Canadian, or by virtue of any other provision of 
the Constitution of Parkland Biome. 
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22. (1) Nothing in sections 16 to 20 abrogates or derogates from any legal or 
customary right or privilege acquired or enjoyed either before or after the 
coming into force of this Constitution with respect to any language that is not 
Canadian. 

(2) Minority Language Rights will be dealt with as they arise. 

Environmental/Nature Rights of Parkland Biome 
(Naturian Bill of Values, 2011) 

23. (1). The Preamble : 

Whereas UNDER G O D and Our Countries Constitution... 

We find, understand and do hereby assert, that caring for oneself and or for others, is knowing and 
meeting Our reasonable, mutual, and natural wants, needs, rights, values and health, in a legal, 
sustainable, responsible, just and environmentally friendly way, We then, here and now, of & in these 
Lands, Skies, Waters, Plants, Life Forms and Citizens, of this Good & Honorable Company, Country 
& Nation of and on Earth, solemnly, gather ourselves together, in this, the 2nd Millennium, and in 
good Intent & Desire, do form, harmonize, declare & bring about this better relationship & 
understanding between & amongst ourselves, our Fellow Citizens and Our National Environment. 
Thus, we do Enact this Act & Testimony, asserting, pledging and keeping the following: 
(2), The Pledges : 

(a) . That Under G O D, we uphold and Reaffirm, Our Nations Constitution, Our Natural Rights and 
the Necessaries of Life. 

(b) . That we will & are establishing Strong & Binding Environmental Justice Measures. 

(c) . That we will & do ensure Proper & Adequate Environmental Tranquility. 

(d) . That we will & do provide for & enforce Environmental Defense, Protection & Conservation. 

(e) . That we will & do promote the general Welfare, Well Being & Health of Our Nations' 
Environment, Air, Waters & Life forms. 

(f) . That we will endeavor to evolve responsibly and be a source of Global and Local Ecological 
and Ecozonal Health. 

(g) . & that we will, are & will continue to secure the Blessings, Benefits & Fruits of Responsible 
Government & Environmental Stewardship to & for our Lands, Ourselves, in keeping with our 
Past and towards our Present & Future Prosperity & possibly, if permitted & or requested, 
further to some degree or other, to & for the Earth as a whole. 

(h) . & We do such and this voluntarily, freely and willingly, 

(i) . & in Conclusion we will and do abide and leave the Earth as we found it or improved as we may 
afford, know and understand. 

Emergency Measures 

24. At times of perceived eminent or actual local, civil, National or International unrest, war, 
insurrection, crisis or disaster etc., whether human made or an Act or Acts of God or Nature, the 
democratically elected Authorities of the time, may and must give written notice or pronouncement of 
and evoke the Emergency Measures Act or similar under the guidelines and durations prescribed in 
the act and if the State is in elections at the time then the election will be suspended and the 
previous Government immediately reinstated to deal with the crisis until addressed and then so done, 
and the Government dissolved again and the election unsuspended and continued. (See Prior 
Emergency Measures Act.) Crimes against Humanity and or the Greater Earth not tolerated. 
Enforcement 

25. (1) Anyone whose rights or freedoms, as guaranteed by this Constitution, 
have been infringed or denied may apply to a court of competent jurisdiction 
to obtain such remedy as the court considers appropriate and just in the 
circumstances. 

(2) Where, in proceedings under subsection (1), a court concludes that 
evidence was obtained in a manner that infringed or denied any rights or 
freedoms guaranteed by this Constitution, the evidence shall be excluded if it is 
established that, having regard to all the circumstances, the admission of it in 
the proceedings would bring the administration of justice into disrepute. 
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General 

26. The guarantee in this Constitution of certain laws, rights and freedoms shall not be 
construed so as to abrogate or derogate from any historical, treaty or other 

rights or freedoms that pertain to the historical peoples of Parkland Biome. 

27. The guarantee in this Constitution of certain laws, rights and freedoms shall not be 
construed as denying the existence of any other rights or freedoms that exist 

in Parkland Biome. 

28. This Constitution shall be interpreted in a manner consistent with the 

preservation and enhancement of the multicultural and historical heritage of Parkland Biome. 

29. Notwithstanding anything in this Constitution, the laws, rights and freedoms 
referred to in it are guaranteed equally to male and female persons. 

30. Nothing in this Constitution abrogates or derogates from any rights or 
privileges guaranteed by or under the Constitution of Parkland Biome in respect of 
denominational, separate or dis-sentient schools. 

31 . A reference in this Constitution to a city or to the legislative assembly or 

legislature of a city shall be deemed to include a reference to Parkland Biome or to the appropriate 
legislative authority thereof, as the case may be. 

32. Nothing in this Constitution extends the legislative powers of any body or 
authority. 

Ecoeconomic Reference and Cross-reference 

33. Let it be known in general terms of economic and environmental values and reference that, 

(1 ) The value of 4.942 acres or 2 hectares of arable Canadian/Parkland Biome lands be known to have 
and have as of Jan. 201 1 , the value of $40,000.00 CA or 1 ,400 ounces of fine silver bullion. 

Damages 

34. Those found by a competent court of and in its jurisdiction, to be in breach or violation of this 
Constitution can be imposed ( May be minimized or mitigated if torts etc. occur during State Emergency) 

(1) a fine of up to $10,000 plus court costs 

and or sentenced to 6 months community service 

(2) may be waived or made minimum or conditional 
and or 

(3) 6 months house arrest 
and or 

(4) 6 months of incarceration 

for such breach and or violation of it. 

Application of Constitution 

35. (1) This Constitution applies 

(a) to the Parliament/Assembly and government of Parkland Biome in respect of all 

matters within the authority of Parliament/Assembly/Government including all matters relating to 
Parkland Biome; and 

(b) to the legislature and government of each city in respect of all 
matters within the authority of the legislature of each city. 

(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), section 15 shall not have effect until 
three years after this section comes into force. 

36. (1) Parliament/Assembly or the legislature of a city may expressly declare in an 
Act of Parliament or of the legislature, as the case may be, that the Act or a 
provision thereof shall operate notwithstanding a provision included in section 

2 or sections 7 to 15 of this Constitution. 

(2) An Act or a provision of an Act in respect of which a declaration made 
under this section is in effect shall have such operation as it would have but 
for the provision of this Constitution referred to in the declaration. 
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(3) A declaration made under subsection (1) shall cease to have effect five 
years after it comes into force or on such earlier date as may be specified in 
the declaration. 

(4) Parliament/Assembly or a legislature of a city may re-enact a declaration made 
under subsection (1). 

(5) Subsection (3) applies in respect of a re-enactment made under 
subsection (4).

PREAMBLE:

6. 1960 Chief Dan George, OC (July 24, 1899-September 23, 1981) was a chief of the Tsleil- 
Waututh First Nation, also known as the Burrard Band, a band government of a group of Coast 
Salish whose Indian Reserves are located on Burrard Inlet in North Vancouver, British 
Columbia. He was also an actor and an author. During his acting career, George worked to 
promote better understanding by non-aboriginals of the First Nations people. His soliloquy, 
Lament for Confederation, an indictment of the appropriation of native territory by white 
colonialism, was performed at the city of Vancouver's celebration of the Canadian centennial in 
1967. This speech is credited with escalating native political activism in Canada, as well as 
touching off widespread pro-native sentiment among non-natives. 

7. 1990 David Suzuki, 1949 - ? Japanese/Canadian genetic trained scientist and long time 
host of CBC Nature of Things program and advocate for nature and good science. 

8.2000 Fr. Thomas Berry, CP. (November 9, 1914 - June 1, 2009) was a Catholic priest of 
the Passionist order, cultural historian and ecotheologian (although cosmologist and geologian 
— or "Earth scholar" — were his preferred descriptors). Among advocates of deep ecology and 
"ecospirituality" he is famous for proposing that a deep understanding of the history and 
functioning of the evolving universe is a necessary inspiration and guide for our own effective 
functioning as individuals and as a species. He is considered a leader in the tradition of 
Teilhard de Chardin. He received his doctorate in history from The Catholic University of 
America , with a thesis on Giambattista Vico 's philosophy of history. He then studied Chinese 
language and Chinese culture in China and learned Sanskrit for the study of India .

Crops feeling the heat 

LIVERMORE, Calif. — Warming temperatures since 1 981 have caused annual losses of roughly $5 billion for the major cereal crops, a study 
has found. 

From 1981-2002, fields of wheat, corn and barley throughout the world have produced a combined 40 million metric tons less per year 
because of increasing temperatures caused by human activities. 

"There is clearly a negative response of global yields to increased temperatures," said David Lobell, a Lawrence Livermore National 
Laboratory researcher and lead author of the study that appears online March 16 in Environmental Research Letters. "Though the impacts 
are relatively small compared to the technological yield gains over the same period, the results demonstrate that negative impacts of climate 
trends on crop yields at the global scale are already occurring." 

The importance of this study, the authors said, was that it demonstrates a clear and simple relationship at the global scale, with yields 
dropping by approximately 3-5 percent for a one-degree Fahrenheit increase. "A key moving forward is how well cropping systems can adapt 
to a warmer world," Lobell said. "Investments in this area could potentially save billions of dollars and millions of lives."

Universal Declaration of the Rights of Mother Earth 2010 

This Declaration was adopted by the World People's Conference on Climate Change and the Rights of 
Mother Earth, in Bolivia on April 27, 2010. The Bolivian government has submitted it to the United Nations for 
consideration. 

Universal Declaration of the Rights of Mother Earth Preamble .... 

We, the peoples and nations of Earth: 

considering that we are all part of Mother Earth, an indivisible, living community of interrelated and 
interdependent beings with a common destiny; 

gratefully acknowledging that Mother Earth is the source of life, nourishment and learning and provides 
everything we need to live well; 

recognizing that the capitalist system and all forms of depredation, exploitation, abuse and contamination have 
caused great destruction, degradation and disruption of Mother Earth, putting life as we know it today at risk 
through phenomena such as climate change; 

convinced that in an interdependent living community it is not possible to recognize the rights of only human 
beings without causing an imbalance within Mother Earth; 

affirming that to guarantee human rights it is necessary to recognize and defend the rights of Mother Earth and 
all beings in her and that there are existing cultures, practices and laws that do so; 

conscious of the urgency of taking decisive, collective action to transform structures and systems that cause 
climate change and other threats to Mother Earth; 

proclaim this Universal Declaration of the Rights of Mother Earth, and call on the General Assembly of the 
United Nation to adopt it, as a common standard of achievement for all peoples and all nations of the world, and 
to the end that every individual and institution takes responsibility for promoting through teaching, education, and 
consciousness raising, respect for the rights recognized in this Declaration and ensure through prompt and 
progressive measures and mechanisms, national and international, their universal and effective recognition and 
observance among all peoples and States in the world. 

Article 1. Mother Earth 

(1) Mother Earth is a living being. 

(2) Mother Earth is a unique, indivisible, self-regulating community of interrelated beings that sustains, contains 
and reproduces all beings. 

(3) Each being is defined by its relationships as an integral part of Mother Earth. 

(4) The inherent rights of Mother Earth are inalienable in that they arise from the same source as existence. 

(5) Mother Earth and all beings are entitled to all the inherent rights recognized in this Declaration without 
distinction of any kind, such as may be made between organic and inorganic beings, species, origin, use to 
human beings, or any other status. 

(6) Just as human beings have human rights, all other beings also have rights which are specific to their species 
or kind and appropriate for their role and function within the communities within which they exist. 

(7) The rights of each being are limited by the rights of other beings and any conflict between their rights must be 
resolved in a way that maintains the integrity, balance and health of Mother Earth. 

Article 2. Inherent Rights of Mother Earth 

(1) Mother Earth and all beings of which she is composed have the following inherent rights: 
(a) the right to life and to exist; (b) the right to be respected; 

( c ) the right to regenerate its bio-capacity and to continue its vital cycles and processes free from human 
disruptions 
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(d) the right to maintain its identity and integrity as a distinct, self-regulating and interrelated being; 

(e) the right to water as a source of life; 

(f) the right to clean air; 

(g) the right to integral health; 

(h) the right to be free from contamination, pollution and toxic or radioactive waste; 

(i) the right to not have its genetic structure modified or disrupted in a manner that threatens it integrity or vital 
and healthy functioning; 

(j) the right to full and prompt restoration the violation of the rights recognized in this Declaration caused by 
human activities; 

(2) Each being has the right to a place and to play its role in Mother Earth for her harmonious functioning. 

(3) Every being has the right to well-being and to live free from torture or cruel treatment by human beings. 
Article 3. Obligations of human beings to Mother Earth 

(1) Every human being is responsible for respecting and living in harmony with Mother Earth. 

(2) Human beings, all States, and all public and private institutions must: 

(a) act in accordance with the rights and obligations recognized in this Declaration; 

(b) recognize and promote the full implementation and enforcement of the rights and obligations recognized in 
this Declaration; 

(c) promote and participate in learning, analysis, interpretation and communication about how to live in harmony 
with Mother Earth in accordance with this Declaration; 

(d) ensure that the pursuit of human well-being contributes to the well-being of Mother Earth, now and in the 
future; 

(e) establish and apply effective norms and laws for the defense, protection and conservation of the rights of 
Mother Earth; 

(f) respect, protect, conserve and where necessary, restore the integrity, of the vital ecological cycles, processes 
and balances of Mother Earth; 

(g) guarantee that the damages caused by human violations of the inherent rights recognized in this Declaration 
are rectified and that those responsible are held accountable for restoring the integrity and health of Mother 
Earth; 

(h) empower human beings and institutions to defend the rights of Mother Earth and of all beings; 

(i) establish precautionary and restrictive measures to prevent human activities from causing species extinction, 
the destruction of ecosystems or the disruption of ecological cycles; 

(j) guarantee peace and eliminate nuclear, chemical and biological weapons; 

(k) promote and support practices of respect for Mother Earth and all beings, in accordance with their own 
cultures, traditions and customs; 

(I) promote economic systems that are in harmony with Mother Earth and in accordance with the rights 
recognized in this Declaration. 

Article 4. Definitions 

(1) The term "being" includes ecosystems, natural communities, species and all other natural entities which exist 
as part of Mother Earth. 

(2) Nothing in this Declaration restricts the recognition of other inherent rights of all beings or specified beings.

amongst ourselves, our Fellow Citizens and Our National Environment. Thus, we do Enact this Act & 
Testimony, asserting, pledging and keeping the following:

The UCLA scientists demonstrated seawater purification 
through reverse osmosis in 1949. The duo also invented reverse osmosis desalination at UCLA in the 
1940s. Although reverse osmosis plants have to date primarily been built in Israel and the Middle East, 
expect to see more of them in Australia, South Africa, the Southwest and other dry and arid areas. One of 
the big complaints about reverse osmosis — the high energy demands of the process - are being 
ameliorated by companies like Energy Recovery. Statkraft in Norway has begun to experiment with 
techniques for using osmosis membranes for generating power at the seashore.

She became the 
first of " Leakey's Angels " when she began her first field study of chimpanzee culture in the 
Gombe Stream National Park in Tanzania. 

3. 1970 James Lovelock, CH, CBE, FRS (born 26 July 1919) is an independent scientist, 
environmentalist and futurologist who lives in Devon, England. He is best known for proposing 
the Gaia hypothesis, which postulates that the biosphere is a self-regulating entity with the 
capacity to keep our planet healthy by controlling the chemical and physical environment. First 
formulated by Lovelock during the 1960s as a result of work for NASA concerned with 
detecting life on Mars , the Gaia hypothesis proposes that living and non-living parts of the 
earth form a complex interacting system that can be thought of as a single organism . Named 
after the Greek goddess Gaia at the suggestion of novelist William Goldinq , the hypothesis 
postulates that the biosphere has a regulatory effect on the Earth's environment that acts to 
sustain life

organism and Mankind as part of that whole. One of Gaia Trusts main activities over the past years has 
been supporting the growing network of ecovillages across the globe, and helping create The Global 
Ecovillage Network (GEN). Besides his continuing role as chair of Gaia Trust and member of the 
International Advisory Council for the Global Ecovillage Network, he is the major shareholder in 
Scandinavia's leading organic foods wholesaler (Urtekram) and recently purchased a second Danish 
quality food products firm, Nutana. He hopes to merge the two soon. Ross is also a board member of the 
recently formed Gaia Education project, which has developed a UNITAR- approved 4-week education in 
Ecovillage Design, now been offered at ecovillages around the world.

The Solar System/ Sol/ Apollo 

"In the Beginning..." 

"The five astronomers chiefly responsible for postulating, expanding, and refining the model of the solar system 
that we accept today were men of different backgrounds and personalities: Copernicus was a Pole, Tycho Brahe 
a Dane, Kepler a German: Galileo was Italian and Newton was English. Their life spans bridged two and a half 

centuries,..." 



SOLAR HISTORY 




1. Archimedes. In the third century B.C., he proposed setting ships on fire by transferring solar 
heat with bronze shields. The archaeological evidence is scant that the Athenians actually 
adopted this method, but modern-day tests show it could have worked. Hydro-kinetic power 
owes him a debt, too. He did his best thinking in the bathtub. Socrates and Aristotle and 
Roman Architect Vitruvius and writer Pliny advocate for solar Architecture and Energy and 
Solar rights appear in 400 AD Justinian Code. 



2. Edmond Becquerel. Back in the middle of the 19 th century, France ruled greentech. In 
1839, Becquerel discovered the photovoltaic cell while experimenting with an electrolyte cell. In 
that instant, the solar module industry was born 



3. August Mouchet and Robert Stirling. In the early decades of the 1800s, Stirling invented 
the engine that bears his name. In 1860, Mouchet, a mathematician, proposed a solar- 
powered steam engine, which becomes a forerunner of parabolic solar thermal systems. The 
two chief schools for solar thermal technology emerge here . (Hat tip to Clarence Kemp for 
devising the first solar thermal water heater in 1891 in Baltimore.) 



4. Calvin Fuller, Daryl Chapin and Gerald Pearson. The trio created the first silicon 
photovoltaic cell at Bell Labs in 1954. It was only 4 percent efficient, but Bell raised the figure 
to 1 1 percent soon after. Today, the maximum efficiency for silicon PV is around 19 percent 
with a realistic limit at 25 percent. SunPower will soon be at 23 percent. 



5. Arnold Goldman. Back in the 1980s and 1990s, the first solar thermal plants began to go 
online in California; one of the biggest producers was Goldman's company Luz. However, 
when California decided to let the property tax exemptions for solar thermal plants expire, Luz 
went under. But Goldman kept in contact with his engineers and researchers. And when 
conditions improved, Goldman helped found Luz II . otherwise known as BrightSource Energy. 
Solar thermal from a wide variety of vendors will account for gigawatts of power in North Africa 
and North America in a few years. Part hard-nosed businessman, part social philosopher, 
Goldman embodies the "do good, but profitably" attitude that characterizes the reborn green 
industry. 



6. Harold McMaster. If you are outside of the solar industry, you're probably scratching your 
head. If you are in solar, you might be scratching your head, too. McMaster has long been a 
master of quiet understatement. An expert in tempered glass, McMaster founded First Solar in 
1986 . The company struggled for years until it gravitated toward cadmium telluride, a material 
that other solar manufacturers eschewed. VCs didn't invest in First Solar: members of the 
Walton family supported it. First Solar came out with its first cad-tel panels in 2002, zoomed 
toward its IPO in 2005, and became the largest solar panel maker in the world a few years 
later. 

7. Zhengrong Shi. After picking up a PhD at the University of South Wales in Australia . Shi 
founded Suntech Power Holdings in September 2001 . Based in Wuxi, Suntech was once just a 
blip on the radar, but the company grew fast. It went public in 2005 and now jostles with First 
Solar for the top spot in the solar market. Marking China's entry into solar, Suntech also wants 
to take on SunPower in high efficiency panels. 

8. Hermann Scheer. (1944- 2010) The German parliamentarian helped design Germany's 
renewable program. Without him, solar may never have exploded. Was President of 
EUROSOLAR, The European Association for Renewable Energies and General Chairman of 
the World Council for Renewable Energy. Received the Alternative Nobel Prize in 1999, the 
World Solar Prize in 1998 and the World Prize for BioEnergy in 2000. Had a number of 
University Degrees, ie Economics etc. Wrote numerous books ie. The Solar Economy (c) 2002 
Berlin, Germany, The Solar Manifesto etc.

1 . At around this time, ie: 1 3,699,777,700 years, 
there were apparently two main contenders of 
human qualities vying for survival. The more 
common Southern Cro-magnons, Proto Homo 
Sapiens species, and the Northern Neanderthal 
species. There is said to have been, though, some 
common link between the two as indicated by the 
apparent small 4% concentration of Neanderthal 
DNA and RNA present in the modern Homo 
Sapiens Sapiens sub species genome, arising 
perhaps from around 1 million BCE years or so.

The Earths crust continues to 
move, drift and evolve, ie; the 
craton, the Canadian Shield, 
formed pre 400 million years 
ago with the Appalachian 
mountains to the East and 200 
million years later, with the 
Rockies to the West. Later all 
the continents converge to 
form the super continent 
PANGAEA pre 200 million 
years ago, which then slowly 
fragmented into the 7 
continents we have today in 
2012. This then was the land 
basis or nucleus for the 
PANGAEA II 
Supersystemglobal 
protobiome. 



At about 12.9 Billion years, on land, the progenitor of 
trees, redwoods and evergreens began and in the 
oceans, fish, amphibians, reptiles and other more 
complex sea animals had begun to develop and then 
eventually begin moving by way of the fresh water 
rivers and lakes perhaps, onto the land. At 13.195 
Billion years the shark progenitor is said to have 
developed. Evidence of this is found in the Pikaia 
species, discovered in 1911 at Yoho National Park in 
the Canadian Rockies. The Pikaia suggests itself to 
be the first of the Chordata Phylum. As a small eel 
like creature 4 to 5 cm in length, with a basic 
notochord, its muscular evidence is somewhat 
preserved in the Burgess shale found at that 
location, along with other species found in this 
Cambrian layer and explosion of life at this time, 
of these developments thus gave way to the 
appearance of Vertebrates at possibly around 350 
Million years ago. As well, there had reportedly been 
a number of mass extinctions over the years for 
various proposed reasons.

"Darwinius" specie in Germany , 13.658 Billion years. Primates then 
themselves, branched into the Great Apes (Hominoidea) Super 
Family, around 13.670 Billion years. The oldest confirmed ape fossil 
find at present is for around 13,687,000,000 years ( see 
"Pierolapithecus Catalaunicus", Spain and then "Toumai", Chad, 
Africa for 13,693,000,000). The progenitors of modern butterflies, 
bees, and ants were developing as well.

At 0.04 Billion years later, or at 9.2 Billion 
years, the Earth and its Geosphere and basic 
Elements were forming and revolved 
counterclockwise at North Pole, around the 
Sun every 365.26 days. The Moon in its 
approximate 29 day counterclockwise 
revolution around the Earth developed as 
well. Water and the Hydrosphere began 
forming and Gravity and the Earths 24 hour 
counterclockwise rotation set the waves and 
winds in motions and patterns and at 0.5 
Billion years later the atmosphere, weather, 
climate and the four seasons began forming.
